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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Mason: 


Herewith I submit my fourth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of your schools. 

Another year without change in the teaching force has 
meant continued growth and progress. The general excel- 
lence of the work done by the pupils in Miss Meserve’s 
room should be a source of gratification to both teacher 
and parents. In the standardized tests given in this room 
the pupils have stood well above the average. ‘The tests 
referred to are given to thousands of boys and girls all over 
the country and thus furnish a basis for comparison of the 
accomplishments of our children with those in other towns 
and cities. They are designed to measure the results of 
teaching with the definite purpose in view of improving the 
instruction. These tests are given twice a year. The first 
test is not only a measure of the child’s previous attainment 
but should point out individual deficiencies which furnish 
the basis for further drill. The second test, given toward 
the close of the year, shows the progress of the child in each 
subject. The results of the tests are récorded on individual 
progress record cards. ‘The tests are not given to children 
in the primary grades. 

An unusually large enrollment at Mrs. Wright’s school 
this year made it imperative that something be done to re- 
lieve the crowded conditions. As was pointed out in last 
year’s report that Mrs. Wrighg was finding it increasingly 
difficult to do justice by all children with so many different 
grades to teach. Accordingly this year arrangements were 
made to have the children of the seventh grade transported 
from that district to the grammar school at the village. The 
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change has proven a benefit both to the older children and 
to those remaining in the lower grades. The health condi- 
tions at this school have been greatly improved by the in- 
stallation of a new jacketed stove which supplies a current 
of warm fresh air to all parts of the room. 

Following out the plan adopted last year of providing 
better lighting conditions for the pupils, rather extensive 
alterations have been made on both sides of the village 
school building. In this way the standard requirements 
have been met. New jacketed stoves have also been placed 
in both rooms. It is found that less fuel is required to 
heat the rooms when the stoves are jacketed. 

Enrollment in the schools has changed very little in the 
past three years as a grance at the table appended to this 
report shows. The fact, however, that 80% of the children 
are enrolled in the first five grades, would indicate larger 
schools in the immediate future. Attendance is good in the 
upper grade room while it is still rather poor in the primary 
room. For the first sixteen weeks of the present school 
year Mrs. Wright’s school has made an unusually fine re- 
cord of attendance the percent being 95.88. In Miss Blood’s 
room an epidemic of colds and a few cases of. whooping 
cough have kept the attendance for this year rather low. 
Non-attendance of pupils is the discouraging feature of the 
work of this room. Class progress is necessarily retarded 
and several individuals fail of promotion each year because 
of poor attendance. It is to be noted however, that the 
parents who are very much interested in the educational ad- 
' vancement of their children’ accept few excuses for keeping 
them out of school and when forced to do so because of 
sickness see to it that their children keep up with the school 
work through home study and help. 

This year for the first time the children are enjoying the 
advantages of a music supervisor. Mrs. Marion Fitch of 
Nashua, an accomplished singer and teacher of experience, 
was engaged in the fall to give music lessons each week and 
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supervise the music instruction of the teachers, The chil- 
dren appear to be much interested and splendid progress has. 
been made. It is to be hoped that instruction in singing and 
the accompanying benefits of music appreciation and enjoy- 
ment may become a permanent feature of the school work. 

The Parent-Teachers Association is to be congratulated 
on the final achievement of their purpose to provide a dental 
clinic for the children of Mason. Many children in both 
sections of the town were treated although several children 
still are reported with defective teeth. While this of course 
is to be expected it should indicate the desirability for the 
return of the clinic this year. In Wilton, where the clinic is 
located at the present writing, there will be about three- 
quarters as many children treated this year as last. 

We were very fortunate in securing Miss Christine Hig- 
gins of Wilton to carry on the health work started by Miss 
Ellis. Miss Higgins has had many years of experience in 
nursing and public health work. She has assisted Dr. Pease 
with the medical inspections and because of her intimate 
knowledge of the needs of the children I have asked her to 
write a report of her work which is herewith appended. 

Following is the summary of the School Physician’s re- 
port: Number examined, 49; Defective Teeth, 31; Defec- 
tive Vision, 9; Enlarged Tonsils, 12; Adenoids, 3; Defective 
Nose, 1; Posture, 3; Nervous Symptoms, 1; Anaemic, 1; 
Unvaccinated, 2; O. K., 6; 4 only slight corrections need to 
be made. 

The loyal support of the School Board and teachers as 
well as the codperation of the parents and townspeople has 
been greatly appreciated.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE. 


To the Superintendent of Schools for the town of Mason: 


To help to make and to keep children well is the funda- 
mental purpose of health supervision in the schools. 

Every year you spend a large sum of money for school 
buildings, teachers, equipment, etc. But whether or not 
children are fit to attend school, and in a condition to ab- 
sorb what is taught, has been little thought of anywhere 
until the last fifteen years. 

Even a casual study of the figures which the schools can 
show regarding the physical standing of the pupils, will 
convince anyone of the necessity of annual physical exami- 
nations. 

What is the use of sending a child to school if he cannot 
see to read, what is the use of having a teacher for a child 
whose mental growth is retarded by adenoids, what is the 
use of providing school equipment for thirty-six weeks 
when many children are ill a quarter or a third of that time? 

To assist the school physician, to help the parents, to 
teach health habits to the children and to inform and ac- 
‘quaint the public in regard to the work is the job of the 
school nurse. 

For the year beginning January Ist, 1922, the following 
figures tell of the health work: 

23 Visits to Schools. 

18 Home Visits. 

104 Children examined by physician. 
6 Talks in School. 

57 Children examined by nurse. 

33 Children weighed and measured. 

Exercises given in all schools. 
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Only by a sympathetic understanding, by close co-opera- 
tion and intelligent advice can the work progress and result 
in sound minds in sound bodies for all children.
